The British squadron, with Mr Bristow, 
EBM, Consul from this port, left Chefoo 
on Wednesday, May 19th, and ateamod 
over in two lines to Port Arthur at the rate 

+ of 10 knots, arriving there at 7 p.m. Tho 

. squadron ‘anchored in the Indented Line, 
the Admiral’s columu taking the inshoro 
berth, At 8 p.m. the follewing morning 
the squadron ‘dressed ship rainbow fashion 
wilh the Chinese standard at the main, the 
Hagship and corvottes firing a royal salute 
of 21 guns, which was returned by the fort, 
At 8 am, tho Admiral, accompanied by 
Captains Harris, Dacres, Powlett, Kopp, 
Dunlop, Farquhar, Churchill, Dickson, Mar- 
rack, Bromley, and Mr Bristow, H.B.M. 
Consul from Chafoo, procecded on shore to 
eall on H.LHL Prince Ch‘un. - 

Only.ono chair‘could be obtained, which 
was taken by the gallant Admiral; tho 
other officors rode on ponios, which were 
_ provided from tho forts ; tho way waa lined 

@ guard of honour. The gallant Ad- 
miral.and his suite were ushered into tho 
presence of Princa Ch‘un without a mo-+ 

ment's delay, and were received in the 
most friendly manner by His Highness and 

HE. Li Hung-chang and the Tartar Gene- 

ral. The Prince is o handsome man with a 

most pleasant voice and mannor. Refreshi- 
ments were provided, and H.E. Li Hung- 
chang suggested to Mr Bristow that they 
should be photographed. Upon the Ad- 
miral agresing to this proposal they wero 
all photographed in a group. H.1IH. 

Prince Ch‘un made a most fsvourable im- 

promien upon his visitors. Ale expressed 
is intention of visiting Chefoo in a few 
days, when hoe would depute H.E. the 

Viceroy Li Hung-chang to return the 
gallant Admiral's call. 

The Admiral and his officers returned at 
10.30. a.m. on board their ships. Tha’ 
Squadron weighed, the outer line firat, 

_ Undressed ahips, and with the masthead 
flags flying, steamed ontof the anchorago, 
mmakiny awil og they left, and arrived at 

Chefoo the samo day. : 


Sunday, May 23. 
At4da.m. wo wero aroused by the bray 
of Chinese trumpets, About 600 Chinese 
troops were marohed into ‘the Settlement. 
Ball of these took up a position at the 
Customs landing jetty ; the other half were 
stationed on the East beach, opposite the 
Beach. Hotel. Thanks to the forethought 
of Mr Bristow-and to the courtesy: of the 
Taotai, pickets of soldiers wera stationed at 
. the entrances of tho Settlemont, which 
effectually prevented the Ohinese from crowd- 
ing into the foreign atreets. At 3.30 p.m. 
smoke was visible in the south. Everyone 
exclaimed ‘Here they come,’ and many 
. telescopes and opera glaises we pointed in 
the direction of Wei-hai-wei. The Chinose, 
flest soon became visible.
